The total] of the remodeling 

program is expected to cost 

$129,000 according to Todd Soren- 
son, the head of the housing com-: 
mission. The money will come 
from the federal government's 
Comprehensive Improvement 
Assistance Program and is a 
renewal of funding from that 
agency. 

The repairs will see changes in 
other areas of the housing as well.

Another resolution the city 
commissioners agreed to have will 
be to ask the court system to 
provide stricter punishment of 
drunk ‘drivers and for stepped 
up prosecution of offenders. 

The resolution was patterned 
after a resolution passed by the 
Charlevoix City Council recently 
after the death of four youths 
from the area. 

The council noted that 85 per- 
cent of the traffic fatalities in 
Charlevoix County have been 
alcohol. It was thought that 
stricter punishment of those 
selling liquor to those underage, or 
contributing to them should help 
to reduce the problem. 

In passing their resolution, they 
asked if the other communities 
within the county would also agree 
to stiffer penalties in the hopes the 
court system would comply. 

Commissioner Steve Moody 
said that this type of resolution 
was more of a “reaction instead of 
a planned program” to help control 
the problems of underage 
drinking. He wanted the com-

Cooking 


The main obstacle for us 
“Singletons” to overcome is to 
convinee ourselves that we are 
really worth cooking for. We 
think of cooking something 
especially good to eat or prepare 
then change our minds saying, 
“Why cook this just for me?” 
There are ways to overcome this; 
either decide that you are worth 
it, or invite a friend to share it 
with you — or, better yet, decide 
that it. is a good meal to make 
just for the leftovers to store in 
the freezer for one of those days 
that you are too busy to cook. Do 
not he afraid of having leftovers. 
Freezers and microwaves have 
completely changed the cooking- 
for-one meals. Foods reheated in 
the microwave do not have a left- 
over taste. 

Actually, there are many ad- 
vantages in singles cooking. One: 
you do not have to have certain 
foods cooked at any given time, 
so you cook when you are in the 
mood. Two: you can experiment; 
you can try different com- 
binations and flavors just for 
yourself, taste, taste, taste! My 
friends come up with some very 
unusual. combinations when 
doing this that just happen to be 
very delicious. Three: you do not 
have to question if you should put 
green peppers in your meat loaf; 
we have one member of our 
family who cannot digest green 
peppers. Four: it is so easy to 
prepare a complete meal for one 
in the microwave in about 15 
minutes, when you are ina hurry. 
Here are a few examples. The 
other day I found apples and 
cabbage in the refrigerator. I 
decided to cook them together. 

COOKED CABBAGE 
AND APPLES 
1s medium size head of cabbage, 
chopped 
3 medium apples {if they are nice 
red ones do not peel, just core 
and chop) 
1 teaspoon salt 
Combine in a heavy saucepan 
with just enough water to keep 
from burning, bring to a boil, 
then simmer watching closely, 
until tender. They cook quickly. 
From here you can go your own 
way. I added 2 tablespoons of 


cider vinegar, go by your taste.. 


here. My apples were quite mild 
so I needed the vinegar. I served 
this in a side dish and did some 
experimenting with herbs. Dill 
was good, thyme gave it a rated 
taste, parsley a very good ad 
dition and of course carraway 
seed is always good with cab- 
bage. You might want to add a 
tiny bit of sugar, start with a 
teaspoonful at a time. You can't 
go wrong; when it tastes good, 
eat it! 


A friend inspired me to make 
some homemade vegetable soup 
the other day. It had been years 
since I have made soup from a 
soup bone. I found that our 
markets still sell them. I used my 
pressure cooker for making the 
broth. 

VEGETABLE SOUP 
1'/ lbs. of soupbone and meat 
1 small onion sliced

1 medium onion, finely chopped 
2 potatoes, chopped 
Simmer this soup over one hour 
and season to taste. 

To make delicious soup you 
can use the canned broth which is 
very good, omitting the first part 
of this recipe. This soup freezes 
good and tastes delicious 
reheated. I have put small con- 
tainers of it in the freezer for 
future lunches. 

Sometimes I think that we all 
crave a real meat and potatoes 
meal like this next one which can 
be prepared in about 20 minutes 
at the most and there are no left- 
overs. 

LAMB DINNER FOR ONE 

I bought two cubed lamb pat- 
ties, put one in the freezer and 
grilled one for dinner. This takes 
just a few minutes. I baked a 
potato in the microwave and 
made a tossed salad. Mint or 
eurrant jelly adds a perfect touch 
for any lamb dish. It is nice to 
have on hand. Our markets now 
have a good variety of meats in 
small packages especially good 
for us singles. 

Then there is the time when 
we feel like making a lemon 
meringue pie. It’s the time to in- 
vite helpers to eat it. Which 
brings us to the idea of enter- 
taining. We singles must invite 
someone to eat with us oc 
casionally or we get into a rut. 
You can console yourself when 
this happens by telling yourself 
that, “I do not have the time or 
space to entertain” or “I'll do it 
next year” for excuses.

Michigan legislature voting $1.5 
million from gasoline tax revenues 
for trail improvement and 
grooming. According to Duane 
Hoffman of the DNR Gaylord 
District Office, “Snowmobiling is 
coming back strong right now; 
there is a lot ‘more snowmobile 
tourism than in the recent past. 
The push is on to link trails, rather 
than just have loops, to try and 
route them into towns to they can 
get there by machine. It will have 
a good economic impact.” 

Boyne City is in a unique 
position to exploit this potential 
market.

Possum in the persimmon tree

There's something repulsive 
about the ratty looking possum 
that overshadows the fact that it is 


' a survivor of an ancient mam- 


malian family, going back to the 


Cretaceous period some 
100,000,000 years ago. 
We are playing host to a couple 


of those primitive critters, feeding 
them nightly with odds and ends 
left over from our daily repast. 

. Most people. think of this ugly 
nighttime rambler as a southern 
animal, But this survivor is a tough 
cookie, and is gradually extending 
its range northward. So be not 
surprised to see one eating spilled 


. sunflower seeds beneath your bird 


feeder. Perhaps you might notice 


. that its ratlike tail is stubbed off, 


or the ears appear to be cropped. 
That's the price those Rebels pay 
for taking up residence in northern 
Yankeeland. They get their ex- 
tremities frozen off. 

But, nevertheless, they're here 
to stay and are becoming an in- 
teresting addition to our native 
fauna. 

The two nighttime visitors we 
have are quite drastic in size. The 
large one would probably go 10 
pounds, and the little fellow isn’t 
much bigger than an overgrown 
barn rat, which makes me believe 
that it is mother and offspring. 

Dietarily, possums are oppor- 
tunists, eating most anything that 
crosses their path: fruit of all kinds, 
insects, garbage, dead critters, and 
the likes, are fair grist for their 
cast iron stomachs. 

My first experience with 
possums came about through 
acquaintance with a moonshiner 
family somewhere off the 
Yorktown Road that ran near 
Langley Field, Virginia, where I 
was stationed with the 21st 
Reconnaisance Squadron back in 
1986. 

Our supply sergeant knew the 
family through their nefarious oc- 
cupation. The good sergeant loved 
his corn likker, and those hillbillies 
made some good stuff. So when I 
turned in a pair of dress uniform 
trousers for new ones the sergeant 
said he could get a gallon of booze 
for them and suggested I go with 
him to see how they operated. My 
curiosity was piqued so I went 
with him to visit those Tobacco 
Row characters. 

While sampling their wares 1 
noticed a little mongrel feist cir- 
culating around the cabin. Being a 
hunter I asked the old man if the 
dog could hunt. He assured me the 
bitch was a top coon dog running 
silent until she treed whatever she 
was after.
